‘Havinc been ftripped of an handfome Fortune, I was 
born to, by a Train of wicked Arts too long to trouble 
you with an Account of, and having fome leafure Time, 
I refolved to employ thofe little natural Talents, which 
Heaven has given me, for the Diverfion and Infiruditon 
of the Publick, and my own Advantage. To this End 
(with the Affiftance of fome Friends) I fet on Foot a 
Pamphlet, which we publifh’d under the Title of The 
Bee; or Univerfal Weekly Pampblet : Containing fome- 
thing to bit every Man’s Tafte aud Principles, (viz.) An 
Abricement of every Thing Material, andall the Eflays worth 
reading in the Weekly Papers, The frongeft Argusents on 
each Side of the Queftion in all Difputes of a publick iVa- 
ture, placed in a fair and impartial Light, with several 
Original Compofitions both iv Profe and Verte. 

Our Pamphlet contained, likewife, a fhort Account oi 
Foreign and Domettick Affairs, flung into a new Me- 
dbod, and .interfperfed with Political Reflections: It alfo 
contained a very curious Account of the State of Litera- 
turein every Partot Europe. To carry on a Work of 
this Nature, I had colleéted feveral Materials, and at a 
very great Expence eftablifh’d a large Correfpondence 
Abroad; The Publick thought fit to encourage our At- 
tempt to pleafe them: Our Pamphlet grew daily more 
1more into Repute, and ftood Neuter in all Party 
Matters; but Mr. Osborne having fallen upon the Cha- 
ier of the late Mr. Addison, for his writing a Speéfator 
in Praite of Trade and the Englih J lercbants, I thought 
mytelt oblig’d in our BEE, Number X, to vindicate 
ti Me nory of My deceafed fi te nd and Relatic ns and 
oul not help, at the fame Time, fpeaking both of

In a Day or two atter this BEE came out, the Com- 
mulhoners of the Stamp-Office fent a Meflenger, on pur-

To demand, that a Pamphlet fhould be flamped, is 
dire€tly contrary to the di of Parliament, which laysa 
Duty upon all Pamphlets of Two Shillings a Sheet 3 and 
is fuch a Demand as was xzever heard of in dng/and ull 
this Day. Ie is therefore fubmitted to the Public ¥ whe- 
ther there can poy be a more fla gr ail Inftance » of 
Cruelty and Opre//jion than the making fuch a Demand. 

To fhew the monjflreus Nature of this Demand, let it 
be confider d, that our BEE, or W% eckly 4 amiph let f, COM» 
tained never lets than three Sheets, and has fome ‘limes 
contained four Sheets and half of Paper. A Stamp upon 
four Seth and half of Paper amounts to L/eur-pence 
Haif-penny; we fold the Pamphlet itfelf for Lour-pence 
Haif-penny to the Trade, and gave them a Book befides, 
upon every Quarter of an Hundred, fo that what thefe 
merciful Commiffioners had the Confcience to demand for 
ftamping every Book, was more Money than the Book 
itfelf was actually fold for. If thefé Gentlemen have it 
in their Power to lay fuch an Exci/e upon any Pamphlet, 
becaufe fome People may not /ike the Authors of it, 
there is certainly an End of the Liberty of the Pre/s 

I never expected yaar Cidaad from a Board of Gentle- 
men, who are obliged to objerve fuch Rules and Orvders as 
they from Time to Time rei eive from the TREASURY, yet, 
I mutt oF n, I did take it for Granted, that they wana | 
at Jeaft have a¢ted confiftently with themfelves. It feems 
I was Miftaken. The Weekly Magazine, the eer 

Magazine, and the Genileman’s-Magazine, have all « 
them been publifhed Weekly and Monthly, without ae 
intel rruption trom the Commiffioners ; and thefe f{everal 
Pamphlets Are, in moft Refpects, of the fame Nature with 
the BEE; They all confitt of Poetry, Effays, Politicks, 
and News. : The Magazines indeed, contain little more 
than bare Extraés from other Papers, whereas the BEE 
had many Original Compofitions both in Profe an: d Vere. 
I am informed, that one of the Political Stat: saf Great 
Britain, has been publifhed Monthly for above forty 
dears patt 5 and tho’ News is but one /mall Article among 
a great many others, in the BEE, yet thefe two Pamph- 
2 lets, 
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lets, entitled, Fhe Political State, Fc. entitely confitt of 
nothing but News, or an Account of Foreign and Dome- 
Rick Occurrences. The Proceedings at the Sefions when 
‘they were publifhed in a _fingle Sheet, and fold for T W0- 
pence, were ftamped, and looked upon as common News- 
Papers but fince thofe Proceedings have been put into 
a better Form, and now make a Six-penny Pamphlet, the 
Commiffioners never had the A/urance to pretend, that 
fach a Pamphlet out to be framped. , 

Thefe very Commiffioners never made the leaft Scruple 
to enter the BEE, as they do ail other Pamphlets, and as 
by an A& of Parliament they are obliged to do) “tll 
aiter the Publication of Number X. I do, hereby own, 
that I was the Author of that Number, and am ready to 
defend, in a legal Manner, every Syllable it contains 3; 
but if a certain Perfon, who might be vexed to fee his 
Tool Mr. Oshorne expofed, the Memory of the Author 
of Cato vindicated, and the Britifh Merchants juitly com- 
mended, can take his Revenge after this Manner ; If he

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One of thefe Gentlemen, when he figned this Opi- 
nion, told me I might, if I pleafed, get an Hundred 
Hands to tt, for that no Man who underftood Lew, or 


could read an Aét of Parliament, could poffibly be of 


any other Opinion. ~ Tam fenfible the Gentleman is in 
the Right, yet this is but a poor Confolation to me, 
when I fee a Pamphlet fuppreffed, which I had juft 
brought to bear, and which, one Way or other, as I 
have already faid, it coft me almoft Five Hundred Pounds 
to fet on Foot. 

When a Man has loft the Goods of Forfune, to be 
prevented from ufing thofe litte Talents Nature gave 
him, is perhaps fuch a Degree of Cruelty, as was never 
heard of in any Age, or inany Nation till this Day 5 ;

fupported. He added, that, Tho’ he knew I had former- 
ly ferv’d my Country, in much higher Stations than a 
Commuffioner of the Sramp-Office, he was afraid, if 1 
ippear’d at their Board, I might find myfelf infulted in- 
ftead of being relieved. I mutt own, what this Gentle- 
man faid, had fo much Weight with me, that it de- 
termin’d me not to wait upon ‘the Commiffioners. 

1 will fhow you, my Countrymen! what an Hand 
of Power can do; and hew few People, in thefe our 
Days, dare to contend withit. Whenthe CommiMoners 
firft demanded to have the BEF. itamped, my Brother 
Proprietors the Bookfellers all agreed, that the Demand 
was monfirous and illegal.

A Defence of the Confticution again{t fome late Opinions 
and Practices. 


R. Osborne objerves in the beginning of his Journal, 

that fuch Notions are a panied in this Age, and 

fuch Praéices jupijiea as ftrike at the very Foundation of 
the Conftitutton. 
When the Parliament j is chofen (fays Mr. Osborne) 
that part of the Power of Legiflation which belongs to 
the People isno Jonger in them colleffively, but is der volved 
upon, and remains /olely in, their Reprefentatives ; fo. that 
the Peopel’s original Power and Authority being lodged in 
the Parliament, they have no Power nor Authority left 
while the Conjtitution is preferved, and no Attempts.made 
on the fundamental Laws of the Land. 
The high Authority of the People, and the original 
Power of the People, therefore, put about at this Time, 
to juftify alate moft fcandalous Treatment of the Houfe 
of Commons, is an Authority unknown to our Contti- 
tution and abfolutely democratical. . 
There is not a Man upon Earth more entirely in the 
Interefts of Livery, that is, of the People, than the 
Writer of this Paper ; ; fo far in their Interefts, that he 
will thortly demonftrate, That all Government was in- 
jiituted folely for @heir Good ; that all Rights to gor vern, 
and all the jut Powers of Government, came originally 
from the People : But when a Government is once jettled, 
and the Power of Legiflation éodged in the Hands of cer- 
tain Perfons whom we chole to reprefent us, then the 
original Power of the People in their collective Body ceafes ; 
for the fale Power and the file Authority is invefted in 
the Perfons chofen, who arc to jue dee and aéf for us in all 
Vi Ltters relatir »g to Legiflation. They may, indeed, if 


they pleale, ask tour Advice s and we may, if we pleafe, 
without 
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without asking, give them our Advice, and petition them 
to att according to it; fo far is civil, but that is all we 
can do. We have no Authority over them, we can’t com- 
mand them; we gave them Power to make Laws for, 
us, and chofe them, becaufe we judg’d they had Abilities 
and Ixtegrity enough to do their Duty: But they mutt 
judge, what Laws are beft for us; what Taxes are moft 
proper ; and in what manzer they fhall be ecllefted moft 
effettuaily to anfwer their End: If we don’t like what 
they have done, we are at liberty, when the Time is ex- 
pired, to chufe others ; this, and sbis only is our Power. 
But to fend threatning Letters, and in/olent Inftructions ; 
authoritative Orders and Commands to thofe Perfons in 
whom we have lodged the Supreme Pewer of Legiflation : 
and, after that, tocome up by Thoufands; to befet 
their Houfe ; to affront them as they pafs by ; to fpit in 
their Faces; to joftle fome, ftrike others; and burn 
them in Effigy all over the Kingdoms becaufe they 
would have done what the wlawj{ul Interefts of fome 
Men, joined to the Malice of others, would have them 
not do, 1s an unexampled Piece of Licentioufnefs, very 
kittie fhortof Rebellion, and tending to a total Diffoluti- 
en of Government.

never confented to give it, and which, in the very Nature of 
the Thing, it can never bave : The Chambers. perfift, in the 
mean Time, in their Reprefentations of the 6th, of May. 


HotLtaNnp and th Low COUNTRIES.

Wile 
he was at a lofs how to excufe his conduct, Saladin 
drew out his Sabre, and ftruck off his Head. The 
King of Jerufalem was furprized at this action, but 
Saladin aflured him that he had nething to fear. I 
foall alweys (lays the Sultan) make a great deal of dif- 
ference between a generous Enemy, and fuch a one whofe 
Cruelty makes bim break the Precepts, which common 
Ilumanity, however we differ in Religion, ought to oblige 
ait lo ovierve. 

This Victory foon put Saladin in Poffeffion of 'Naza- 
reth, Cejarea, Napluja, Sebaflia, Acres, Foppa, or Pto- 
lemais, or Jaffa, Seida, Berytus, Askalon, Bethlebem, 

Gaza, ‘Ramla, and feveral other Places; and the Siltan 
then found he was in a Condition to befiege Ferufalem. 
This Siege was purfued fo vigoroufly, that the befieged, 

notwithrt anding a gallant Refiitance, foon found them- 
felves under a necellity of capitulating. Saladin, at firft 
aniwered, he would grant them no Conditions, burt was

refolved to take the City by Storm, asthe Chriftians had 
raken it from the Mufulmen : But finding afterwards, 
that the Franks were refolved to ftand it out to the laf 
Extremity, he began to be more pliable, and capitulated 
with them, that every Man fhould pay to Pieces of 
Gold, every Woman 5, and every Child 2; that thofe 
who ranfomed themfelves, at this Price, fliould be con. 
ducted to Fyre, but-that thofe who could not pay this 
Sum fhould remain im Slavery. Thus was Zern/alem taken 
by Saladin after a fiege of 14 Days in the 583 Year of 
the Hegira, and the Sultan, after having given the ne- 
ceflary Orders for the Evacuation of the Place, and the 
recompenfing of his Troops, departed without having 
one fingle Piece of Gold left of the 220000 Pieces, 
which he received for the Ranfom of the Inhabitants. 
Soon afterwards he laid Siege to the City of Tyre, but 
his Fleet, by which he expected confiderable Reinforce- 
ments, having met witha Misfortune, and the feafon 
being difadvantageous he raifed the Seige and retired to 
the City of Acres. 'The next Year, after having in vain 
attempted the Seige of the Caftle of Caucheb, he made an 
Excurfion towards the Northern Coafts of Syria, con- 
quered Gabale, and Laodicea, afterwards Sejoun, Bacas, 
Burfa, Derbafac, Pagres, Sapbada and Caucheb, and in- 
vefted the Fortrefs of Skakif Arnoun. 
_ ‘The Chriftians, having again affembled all their Forces 
In 585, befieged Acres or Prolemais, by Sea and Land. 
Saadin, on his fide, refolving to oppofe them with all 
nis Might, took Care to throw a fufficient Number of 
Vien into the Place, and to furnifh them with Plenty of 
\mmunitions and Provifions. He haraffed the Beliegers 
continually from without, while the Befieged intefted them 
with irequent Sallies. “There were feveral Skirmifhes be- 
tweeh the two Armies, in which fometimes the Chriftians, 
and at oth r I imes the Mabometans had the Advantage. 
This Alternative of good and bad Succefs brought on at 
lait'a general Battle, in which Saladin defeated the Be- 
ee uis and fj w 7000 of their Troops, with Lofs only 
: = on his Side, This Viétory did not however raile 
t caw and only gave Saladin an Opportunity of 
tarowing fome Succours into the City. Saladin, having 
afterward 
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afterward joined his Brother A/adi/, obtained another Vie 
Gory over the Chriftians, in which he flew 8000 of 
their Men. 

To enter into a Difcuffion of the Particulars of this 
long and famous Siege, would oblige us to exceed the 
Bounds we here propofe, we fhall therefore only hint at 
fome of the moft remarkable Events. Such as the Arri- 
val of Prince Frederick the Emperours Son, with his 
Germans; his fruitlefs Endeavours to haften the Seige, 
and his Death. ‘The Arrival of Philip, King of Frazce, 
and Richard, firnamed Coeur de Lion, King of England, 
afcer which the City was more ftreightned than ever. 
The Retreat of the Marquifs of Montferrat, who aban- 
doned the Chriftian Army, and returned to Zyre ; The 
Place at laft reduced to Extremity, obliged to capitulate, 
and conditions of Surrender agreed to, notwithitanding 
which the Chriftians either flew all the Mahometans they 
found in the City, or made them Captives. This con- 
queft, which happened in the Year 587, extreamly raifed 
the Hopes of the Chriftians ; and it was followed by the 
furrender of Ce/area and ‘foppa, which they took the fame 
Year, notwithitanding all the Endeavours of Saladin to 
fave thefe two Places. The Battle of 4rfof, in which 
the King of England defeated Saladin, was a new Sub- 
yet of Triumph for the Chriftians, which laid Saladin 
under a neceffity of difmantling the Cities of Askalon and 
Ramla hinelf, left he fhould be obliged to abandon them 
to the Enemy 3; hischief Care being to fortify Feru/alem 
in fuch manner, that it might be able to make a vigorous 
Detence. 

The fame Year there was'a Treaty fet on Foot for a 
Peace, or rather Truce between the King of Eugland 
and Aladil, the Sultan’s Brother. In this Treaty it was 
propoled that Aladi fhould marry the Sifter of Richard, 
on Condition that his Brother fhould give him the King- 
dum of “Ferufalem, and that the Princefs fhould have the 
City of Acres tor her Portion. But this Treaty came to 
nothing, becaufe the Bifhops would not confent ro the 
Marriage, unlefs Aladil would turn Chriftian. Hooftili- . 
tics being renewed on both Sides, Saladin retook Foppa, 
but the Citadel remained an the Hands of the Chriftians. 

In 
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In the mean: Time the Conferences being renewed, atter 
feveral Propofitions made, a Truce was at laft concluded 
on the following Conditions, viz. That Foppa, and the 
Térritory belonging to it, excepting Ramla and two 
other Places, fhould remain in the Hands ot the Chrifti- 
ans, as well. as: Cefarea, Arjo, Haifa, and Acres, exclu- 
five of Nazareth and Seffori, pare. of the Diftrict of the 
latter. That Ferufalem fhould continue in the Poffeffion 
of Saladin and his Family, and that Afcalon fhould re- 
main as it then was, difmantled. Thefe Articles were 
agreed to by the two Monarchs, who were contented 
ta confirm it, only ‘by joming Hands; whereas it was 
{worn to in Form by all the other Princes who were pre- 
fent at the Treaty. It was concluded in 589, after which 
Saladin departed irom ferufalem and retired to Da- 
malcus. 

Here a Fever put an End to Saladine’s Life the Year 
following, after 13 Days Sickneis, in. the 57th Year of 
his Age, the 589th Year of the ‘Hegira, and ‘1193 of 
Corift, after having, reigned:24. Years in Egypt, and 
about 19 In Syria. 

The Death of this Sultan was fo much regreted, that 
there was a publick Mourning upon that Occafion 
throughout all his Dominions. All the -Princes of his 
Family were prefent at his Funeral, and his Sifter diftri- 
buted great Sums of Money of her own, upon, that Oc- 
cafion tothe Poor. For (as we. objerv’d in our former 
Exirad) he lett in his Treafury only 47 Pieces of Silver 
and one of Gold. There is yet extant an Elegy on 
this great Prince, written in the Arabian Tongue, by his 
Secretary Omad-Alcareb, of which Herbelot gives us the 
‘ovowing Tranflation in his Oriental Library: Death bas 
deprived us of the moft brave and the mojt generous of Man- 


kind : Curtefie, Benevolence, and boundle/s Generofity seem 
f pave left {oe Earth eeith him.
